Bev. A. W. Mann, of Cleveland, Ohio, who 
baa charge of tbe work of tbe Epiacr^pal Clinrcb 
among deaf-nratea in the central Western States 
and the Nortbweat, held a service in Emmanuel 
church, on last evening. The attendance waa 
made up of tlie deaf-mutea reniding in Itockford. 
An inUfroating feature of the aervice was tbe 
baptism of an adalt deaf-mote and an infant 
child of deaf-mute parenU.

Some WMfe eoo* 
firmed at the Iaat visitation a year ago. 

This spncial work of tbe Epise'jpal Chnrch was 
begnn at the Weat aboat ten yeara ago, in re- 
sponse to a prearing need. Tbe gra^loate* of tbe 
8tale deaf-anita aeiiook were witltoot any spirit- 
ual care whaterar. From the moment of leav- 
ing achool ttiey found themsetvea eat off from 
tbe aervioea they enjoyed daily daring their 
school life. They could take no part In divin* 
worship with their bearing and speaking brethren, 
it was plain, therefore, that they abonld have 
servioea in their owu langnage addreaaed to tbe 
gospel trotha aa apeech. Bev. Mr. Mann baa had 
cfaarge of the Weatem work from the first. Fire 
othar decsymen are miniatering aimiUrly— four 
at tbe Eaat, and one at the Rontb. Of thoae aix 
clergymen three are themaelTaa deaf, and are 
tbe only miniatera of tbia claaa in the entire 
world. Tbe othen ean bear and apeak. They 
have learaei to nae tbe aigs-kagiiaf • by long 
aaaoeiatioB wtth tbe deaf. There are not laaa 
tbw> •■,000 daaf-otatea in the Unioo. For their 
educated tbefwsMO0irflrty-tbrae aefaoola, and 
their mnaber tnereaaea. The one at Jackaoo- 
ville ia rtry well-known, and is a oaaadad to be 
tbe moat pompMe in ail iU appoiataMat* ot any 
similar aebool in tbe world. It haa been brought 
to thia high point of axeeUence t>y the able man- 
agement of ita superintendent, P. O. Oillett, 
hUV.—IUjrlrforddU.)

The unreasonable miuniir in which 
"Abo " crilicisiH the Giirficld Mcnioii- 
al Committee, and the aiisiirdily of 
his charges, would seem to indicate 
that he was rather too f|aick in coming 
to his conclusions. In prepiuing his 
article for publication, he was evident- 
ly under the impression that informa- 
tion upon the subject of (ho unveiling 
ceremonies was purpOHeli/ withheld 
from llio contiibuiors. For this rea- 
son, wo are rather ploiised that his 
article appeared, as we can niiiko it 
clear that his concIuHion is incorrect, 
and that the attitude of the college 
authorities in the matter has not, 
'• been of the most contemptuous and 
selfi.sli kind." Wliile it is only nalnral 
that the contributois fihouhl wish to 
know when the bust is to be unveiled, 
wo sill! think that " Abe " might have 
been a little more courteous in Ills j 
choice of words, and that he should I 
have been certain of tli<^ truth of his 
assertions before publishing tlietn. 

We dill not know lliiit there is any 
"boss "in the milter. Wo liii[>pcn to 
be On the Committee, and certuiiily no 
boss has ever trotibleil us, nor, as far 
as wo know, any other students on the 
Cointnittee. It is the Committee as a 
boily, and not two members that (ire 
managing tlie affair. 

'I'o come to particulars, the reus m 
that no formal announcement had 
been iiiiido ijreviotis to last week wiis 
that no delinito informalion had bi?en 
ohtuinod as to when the buwt would bo 
comi>leted, nor when it would reach 
the United Slates from Iia'y. Mani- 
festly, it would li ive been absurd for 
the Committee to make any announce 
ment when any doubt existed in re 
gard to these two points. Just as 
soon as word was received from the 
sculptor, seltliiig the doubls, the an- 
nouncement was published. 

As to '• Abe's " queslions, the first is 
answered in the foregoing statemoiil, 
we need only say in regard to the 
second — that to consult the wishes of 
all ihot^e who contributed, woiilil not 
only been a dillicull task, but would 
have brought forth many conflicting 
stigiiestiona which the Committee 
could never reconcile. In selecting 
May 16lh, we think that the Com- 
mittee have chosen a timt; when a 
visit to Washington will find the city 
in its most pleasant season, in addi- 
tion will permit all to witness the 
preBcntalion exorciseH, which of them- 
selves are inteiesling. Hardly a bet- 
ter time cotild be chosen, as in July 
and August the college is elosi'd and 
the heat here is intoh-ralile. .June being* 
the closing montb of t'ollege, with its 
reviewing, examinations, and the like, 
would hardly be suitable for the oc- 
casion of the unveiling.

UTKBARY ASSOCIATION, 

for the third term, viae held in the Ly- 
ceum on J'ridiiy evening. An essay 
on " Paper, " by Mr. Kobinson, 'Hi, 
opened the exor<;ises. Having given the 
derivation of the word ))iiper, and the 
early mode of jjrt'pnnilion from the 
plant pajiyrn.f, the essay piisRcd to a 
consideration of the use of parchment, 
and its prepiralion from the skin of 
several animals. Speaking of manu- 
script.s, the essayist noted them ns being 
among the most interesting relics of 
the pitst. Many of ihem were written 
in gold or silver letters, ns for instance 
the Codex Andieiis of the Iloyal 
Library of Stt^ckholm. 'J'his is a Latin 
manuscript, written in gothic char- 
.acters of gold, on leaves of vellum al- 
ternately white and violet. The Chinese 
were the first to make ]iaper from 
woody fdjre, ami this was later inlro 
dnced into Europe through Satnar- 
cand. 'J'ho invention of making 
paper from cotton and linen rags now 
HO commonly used, belongs to the 
Moors, who made pai)er in Spain ns 
early as the twelfth century. At pre- 
sent, the princip:il materials from 
which jiaper is maile are cotton and 
linen rags, waste paper, straw, and 
grass, wood, junta and manilla, and 
cane. In the United Slates the capi- 
tal employed by six hundred and i-ix- 
ty-nine establishmcnlH in the manu- 
facture of paper, is over thirty six 
million dollars, and the value of pro- 
ducts, forty-eiglit millions. 

This highly interesting effort was 
followed by a closely contest.ed tlebale 
on the question " Uosolved, That pro 
tection is more beneficial to the Unit- 
ed Slat.«H than Free 'iVade." In 
support of the Aflfirin.itive, M'sirs. 
Adams, '80, and Ifagy, '87, diHciissed 
the question, and wore answered by 
Me8«rs. Hanson, '8G, and Duncan, '87.

Tnesday, llio 2-1 lli nU., wns llieopon 
iiijj (lay of tlio touting Hoiison in Co- 
IiiiiibiiH. 'I'lio Sells lirotliors, tlic 
proprietors of tbo Circus and show, 
iiro well-known rosideTits of tliin city. 
Notwithslandinftf the rainy weather 
which broiipfht on a muddy condi- 
tion of tiie {»runnd8, thc! united energy 
of tlietio Khowiuen rose equal to the 
oocasion of <liHm:iy an<l disoourage- 
ment, and soon got everytliinj; into 
nalisfactory Bimpe. 'J'lie day was 
bright, but quite cool. The gi-and 
street proces.sion advertised to com- 
mence at half past nine o'clock in the 
morning, did not get slnrtod until two 
or three hours later. 'J'he school ol 
this Institution was dismissed al 
eleven o'clock, and the children were 
ti'eated to an opporlunity of witness- 
ing the gorgeous pageant. The L'rc 
iiiufl Dispn/ch prints the particulars 
as follows: 

" The i)arade took place al noon, 
(he procession leaving the grounds oti 
Parsons Avenue and moved west on 
Town Street to Sixth Street, south to 
Rich, west to Third, south to Fulton 
Street, west to High, and ihonci 
north to Chestnut, and east to Tliinl. 
whence they wont soutli to Broad and 
thence east to the show grounds al 
the head of Oak Street on Parsouh 
Avenue. Tlie procession was conced- 
ed to bo the largest and best thai 
Sells Urothors ever n\adu in Colum- 
bus. In f.'ict it is believed it has 
never been surpassed by any show 
that has visited the city. Tiio horses 
were spirited and in excellent condi- 
tion. 'I'he wagons were newly paint 
ed and handsome. Five bands and 
two drum corps, made the streets re- 
sound with goo<l nuLsic, two of the 
organizations being composed of color- 
ed men. Handsome e(piestriennes 
driving gracefid ring stallions, and n 
long company of male riders in velvet 
and spangles, mounted upon gaily 
caparisoned steeds, with the general 
prevalanee of briglit colors, made the 
procession a peculiarly brilliant one. 
The elejihants and camels were the 
only animals visilile on the parade, 
owing prol)alily t(t the severity of the 
weather. The dense crowds lining 
the sidewalks shivered with cold, and 
uUogelher it was a most uncomfort- 
able day, yet the display seemed to re- 
pay all who remained to witness it. 

This afternoon's exhibition opened 
at a disadvantage, owing to the low 
temperature anil muildy coiidilion of 
the ground. A plentiful supply of 
sawdust and straw was distributed, 
and overytiiing po8sil)le was done to 
add to the comfort of the patrons of 
the show. TIki seats wore comfort- 
ably filled, but there was not the fami- 
liar circus "jam." The ring porform- 
unco opened with great vim, and the 
people grew enthiiHiastic, while they 
shivered in lljeir seats. The ring was 
apparently muddy and in bad condi- 
tion, in spite of all that could be 
done." 

The no.xt day was much pleasantor, 
iind the pupils of this Institution who 
had received an invitation, attended 
the show and Circus in the afternoon 
and occnj)ied seats in the South oast 
corner which had been reserved for 
not only the Deaf and Dumb but .also 
for those from the H.ind and Insane 
Asylums. Tiio principal features of 
the Circiia entertainment, which we 
witnessed, were the royal array of 
Hobearts in their richest lobes, the 
interesting display of all the figures 
of equestrian movomenls, the uiisur- 
pai-Hud leaping, thc wonderful Iki- 
euleiin acts, tlu; great bicycle act. 
llie intelligent liorso keeping pace 
with music, the clowns' work of mer- 
riment, the cute performances of 
trained dogs and tlio rope walking, 
which held all spellbound. 

The mother of Mr. Boworsmilh, one 
of our boys' attendants, Wiis buried 
last week. She leaves six children, 
all of whom seem to have been well 
brought up, and are making their 
mark in the world.

Tlic Miiitiesota Deaf-Mute A.ssocia- 
tion was organized more than a 
month ago, yet no regular meetings 
have been iield. and a good deal of 
uneasiness is gradually making it^self 
apparaut among iho mutes. The 
cause of tho delay is easily explained 
iu the following words quoted from a 
letter written by tbo President to the 
Secretaiy : " 1 am aware that a fool- 
ing of iinpaticnco is growing among 
the members, and I regret the delay 
in calling a meeting, but I find it 
impossible to do so, for tho reason 
that no suitable room can bo secured 
at present, cither temporarily or 
pormanenlly.''

How- 
ever, the association has now procured 
now, roomy and haudsomo apart- 
ments, and as soon as they are finish- 
ed, and otherwise in i*eadincs9, our 
as.socifttion will bo jiorinitted to hold 
inectiugs there.

The Second Anniversary of the Chi- 
rological Lyceum took place before a 
large audience, composed of both 
deaf-mutos and bearing persons, in the 
parlor of tho Young Men's Christian 
Association, corner 15th and Chest- 
nut streets, on Wednesday evening, 
April 2oth. 

At fifteen minutes past eight 
o'clock, Mr. Dipsett read a letter from 
President Wilson, in which ho ex- 
pressed regret at his inability to be 
present, on account of sickness. 

The exercises of tho programme 
were then begun wilh, the only 
change inido biMUg the delivery ot 
the introductory remarks, which wore 
rendered by Mr. Lipsett in place of 
Mr. Wilson, indisposed. They were 
a few well-chosen words, and inter- 
preted lo those who could hotir by 
Prof. Crouter, who also interpreted 
throughout the evening. 

Vice I'rosidoui Sharrar, thou again 



introduced Mr. Lipsett to deliver his 
reading (selected), his subjtot being 
Peter Carlwright, which ho did in an 
able manner. 

Following came an oration by Mr. 
Washington Houston. His subject 
w.as "Opposite Examples." and he 
rendered it in his usual imposing 
stylo of delivery. Upon his conclu- 
sion, Mr. Lipsett took the floor, and 
formally presented him with a gold 
ht» led cane, bearing the inscription, 
" Washington Houston, by the Chiro- 
logical Lyceum," in behalf of the Ly- 
ceum. It was a great supriso to him, 
Mr. Joseph Bruihi then recited a 
story of the late Thurlow Weed, the 
eminent journalist of New York, and 
a relative of Prof. Geo. L. Weed, of 
tho Deaf and Dumb Institute here. 

Shortly after this the audience, 
which sat for nearly three quarters of 
an hour in silent admiration, beamed 
with smiling faces as Mr. Houston 
told .about " A husband's Experience 
in Cooking,'' which was real humor- 
ous. Ill concluding his reading, he 
deemed it advisable to give a few 
words of advice, which, not lacking 
in humor, did not all appear out of 
place. Among other tliing.-> he said, 
"I, myself, am ideased with a good 
wife, who knows how to cook and 
sew, so that I do not have to make 
my own bread aud cakes or sew on 
the buttons of my pantaloons when 
they come off." 

After this cnmo the rendition of r 
selected essay by Mr. Jos, A.. Turner, 
his subject being " How to make 
money for the .Missionaries." 
■ Next came what had been consider 
ed the most important feature on the 
programme, a dtbato on, " R solved : 
That the banishment of Niipoleon 
Bvuiapirte to St. Helena, was nnjusti 
fiable." Messrs. Cli.as. II. Sharrar 
and 11. N. Stevenson, of Oliio, .••np- 
porled tho Atfirmative side, and Mes- 
srs. Jos. A. Turner and Wm. H. Lip- 
sett. the Negative. There were no 
judges. We rejjret to say not enough 
spirit was manifested in the di.scus- 
sion of so important a subject, and 
therefore can not bestow so much 
credit as wo might otherwise do. ■*" 

Tho last exercise was the reading 
of tlie"Romvnco of the Rose," by Mr 
John R Lewis, who acted his p:irl 
well. The meeting was then dismiss- 
ed.

TheonUf and thcgreatest dif- 
ticttltt/ I'.f the finding af a suitable phce 
in which to hold the ineefinffs ; other- 
wise the society would already be in 
existence. It is also expected that the 
mettings of the club will be hold fort 
nightly only. The delay may be duo 
to the fact that no general meeting 
hns yet been called to push the matter 
" Upward .and Onward." Thc above 
is merely a suggestion of a part of the 
new proposition. 

Rev. Dr. Qallaudet was jiresent at 
the meeting of tho Clerc Literary As- 
sociation last Thursday, and made an 
address. Tlio other event of the even- 
ing w.as a debate on the subject, " Do 
accidents occur oftener in traveling by 
water than by land ?'

I will quote a few of Mr. George's 
amusing remarks. In the sixteenth 
move, he wrote : " It h.as a decided- 
ly drawish aspect. 'It lool^i very 
much like a whale.' But ' we shall 
see what we shall see.' Have you 
noticed two roosters challenge each 
other to combat — each tries to stare 
iho other out of countenance, with 
feathers making halo around their 
heads, and picking up slicks, and 
looking savage, and then fight.' " 

In another postal, ho wrote : " Yon 
are ii tortoise shnlling ycmrself np in 
yont shell, bidding defiance to me, 
while I am a porcupine rolling myself 
up into a spiked ball challenging you 
to touch uie, if ytai dare. In other 
words, we have been oauiiously 
strt'iigthiiig our poKiiion before en- 
ifaging ill the clash of arms.'' In Mie 
nineteen h move, he said: "The 
storm of the conflict is now beginning 
to rumble. Your pawns are cominjf.*' 
Tlio total cost of our correspond- 
ence fiinonnted lo t.omelhing less than 
Olio dollar, but the expense is of very 
little matter tons, as we enjoy rhess 
as much as Grant docs smoking.

Chess is the most interesting and 
most s-eientific game, it being the 
inott purely intellectual of all games 
of skill. During the summer of 1881, 
I introduced myself to Mr. George at 
his residence iu Chicago ; and when I 
commenced to play a game of chess 
with him, I discovered that I had not 
in ten years met wilh such a skillful 
deaf mute player as Mr. George. 

About thirty battles had. in the 
course of two months, been fought, 
result mg in a victory for my worthy 
adversary, he having won 15, and the 
writer 11, and the rest were drawn. 

Last summer, I confronted the same 
geni.al player, and enteruiued him in 
thirteen battles, iu which he carried 
off seven trophies, while I managed to 
win six. 

I have heard several times of Mr. 
Morrison Heady, of Kentucky, and 
Mr. Lobrano, of New Orleans, being 
very good chess-players. Some 
friends of mine have siiggested to mo 
to send challenges to both, and I 
would be pleased to try them in a few 
friendly games, although I do not 
claim to be the champion of deaf- 
mute ch 88 players in the worh 

It seems to me that it w id do 
very well for us to have .. Chess 
Tournaiuont in New York, where the 
National Deaf-Mute Convention is to 
be hehl there in August. To chess- 
p'ayt rs, I say.

Ivapland is the most iiortiierly 
country in Euroi)c. It may bo rough 
ly said to comprclicnd all that region 
lying between the Polar Ocean and 
I lie Arctic Circle, and the Atlantic 
Ocean and the White Sfu. In Lap- 
land the Huiiiiners arc short, and, 
though very warm during the day, 
Mii i:ivarialily cool and delicious at 
night. Th(! winters, however, are 
long and very severe. 

Ill l.'i.'iO, tlie master of an English 
ship named the Surcli thrift, while 
making a voyage of diacovcry to tiie 
iiortli ward and east ward of Europe 
and Asiii, called at the coast of Nor- 
way, where the towirof Vlirdoniiiis is 
now located. Near there ho found a 
land call'jd Lappia, and its iMliiibir 
taiits, the Ltippiaiis, are, he writes, 
"a wild people, which Ufither knew 
God, nor yci, gooii order, and these 
people live in tents made o^ doer- 
skins ; and they have no certain 
habitalioiiH, but continue in herds 
and couipaiiifS by one bundled or 
two hiindrfd. And tliey are a \W'^- 
p!e of small stiture, and are clothed 
indccr-skiiis, and ilriiik iiotiiing but 
water, and eat no bread but fiosli all 
raw." The above account written 
Ibrcc hiindrfd years ago is, with some 
slight iiiodillcaiions, still true of the 
descendants of the Lappiaiis, the Lap 
landers of to-day. 

The r>app3 arc divided into two 
classes, viz., the Moiiiitain and Sea 
Lapps, 'flic Moiiiiiaiii f^apps dwell 
among the nioiiiitains, and subsist 
principally on reindeers, of wliich 
they have imnicnst! Iienls. They arc 
very hosjiilabie, and are, nominally at 
least, ClirisliaiiK. Tlie following is 
a descri[itioii of an eiiciiiniiuient of 
Mountain Lapps, from a recently 
ptiblisliod work on Norway, Sweed- 
land and Lapland. " Tlic tents at its 
Imsc did not seem nioie than eight 
feet in diauieier ; in the centre a lire 
niiule with juniper branches was 
blazing briuhily, having been ligiited

tent — the other side, on the left of 
the door, liaving been cleared for us

skins, with the hair turned inside; 
the frtccs of the dtildren looked as if 
they had never been washed, and 
\\utm of the grown ]toople could not 
have been touched by waier for a 
fortnight ; they were coiitiiinally put 
ting their hands through the opening 
ill their garufciits near the neck, and 
the suggestion was not pleasant. A 
large quantity of reindeer meat and 
other kinds of food lay upon the 
skins on which these people were to 
sleep. Such was the picture of the 
(list Lap]) tent I taw, and I may add 
it also proved the worst," the others 
lieiug cleaner aud liirger. Of course, 
as the winters are very severe, the 
Lapps have to <lrc8s very warmly. 
Their ou 
reindeer 

some thick stuff. Their principal 
mode of travelling in winter, and 
they have to iiiovo often, as their 
herds of iciiideerH would otherwise 
starve, is by incaiis of sleilges drawn 
by deer, and siiow-hIiocs. As the 
country ia very mountainous, travel- 
ling is dangerous, as the deer are very 
iipt to lake friglit, and run away. 
They manage to descend mountains 
in the following manner : They first 
unharness all the reindeer except one, 
which is attached to the foremost 
sledge, and tie them iu the rear. As 
the deer do not like to bo drugged 
down hill by the neck, they pull back, 
and acting a« a drag, prevent the 
the sledges going loo fast. The 
sledges, sometimes six or eight, are 
tied together, and their owners sit 
with a leg on each side of the sledge, 
in order to regulate the speed. 'J'he 
speed being great, constant juacticc 
IS iieceH.Hiiry, and even with tho 
Utmost care, broken legs arc fiemieitt. 
The snow-shoes used by the Iiapps 
are very unlike those of North Ameri- 
can Indians. At first glance one may 
think tlicm clumsy, on account of 
their great length. Those used in a 
moiintainoiis or wooded coiintr^y arc 
the shorlcst, and are generally six or 
seven feet long, while iu some other 
parts, they measure from fourteen to 
sixteen feet. They are made of fir 
wood, about one ihird rif an inch 
thick at the centre, which is the 
ih'k.'kest part, and four or five inches 
wide. There is a piece of b»rcli at 
thi! centre, and over this is a loop 
through which the instep of the foot 
is passed, the part nciir the foot is 
convex, so that the weight of the 
body can not bend tho shoo dowii- 
tvard. The under part is very 
smooth, with a narrow furrow, both 
ends are pointed. Siiow-sbocs must 
not bo raised, but slid ono after the 
-ther, UDle»« when going down a hill, 



thon the feet aro kept side by side, if 
possible. The natives can easily go 
ten or lift eon miles an hour, when the 
snow 18 linn and in good condition. 
For a beginner, the great dilticuliy is 
to kee|) the two shoes exactly jiariillel. 
and prevent them from becoming en- 
taiiglo'l with each other. 

Tho Sj3a Ijapps or Socluppou,- as 
their mime indicates, dwell by ti e 
sea, find genenilly support tlieniHelves 
by fisiiing. Originally all the Lapps 
were nomad i(!, but the ditlicnlty of 
finding Kiinicient food witliin the 
limited H]mcc to which the increasing 
civilization of tho neighboring na- 
tions had gradually restricted them, 
has compelled many of them to settle 
near the coast;. 'J'he Sea Lapps out- 
number the Mountain fiapps. Some 
of tiiem can read and write, having 
been taiigiit by Norwogiiiii hoIiooI- 
niastcrs. The Lapp race is said to 
number at the jiresent day only 
17,000 souls.

The Now York, West Shore & 
liulTalo Railway will soon pass out of 
the category of projected roads and 
take a strong position among the 
doiiblo track trunk lines between 
New York anil the West. The 
lliid.soii Jliver Division, exteinling 
fioni New York City to Ail)aiiy, 
and the Mohawk Division, extend- 
ing from Coeyinan's, on tho Hudson 
Uivor Division, to the City of Syra- 
cuse, will bo opened for t radio in the 
Slimmer — probably iu Juno next. 
The divisions mentioned are rapidly 
issiiming the iippoaranco of a tirst- 
cliiss railway, and being the most 
costly and dilliciilt iimiioii of ti.e 
road to construct, their com|)iolion 
tjives satisfactory assurance ihat the 
double track will bo extended to 
Buffalo, the western lermiims, with- 
in tho present year. 

Tho physical features of the line 
were well stated by Civil Engineer 
Ilobert K. OlJrieii, who recently in- 
vestigated the work in behalf of a 
Hyndicato interested in the securities, 
reporting as follows : 

"Tho road-ijod and track are 
made as iieiir perfect as ongiiioering 
science will admit-. Standard plans, 
basc'l upon the best experience ami 
practice, have boon adnjited fur all 
the work and atriicluros, thereby in- 
suring the best mode of construction, 
while good workmanship and mate- 
rial have been seen red by rigid iii- 
spoelion The cuts an 1 einbank- 
meiits are made of unusiiiil width 
(two feet wider than otiier roads in 
I ho State), so that the tracks can be 
{ laci-il at the niaximuni distance 
apart (thirteen feet from ceniro to 
centre), and, where possible, the 
surplus excavation has b(!Cii utilized 
in widening the embanknuuits, aJTord- 
iiig extra siding and storage room 
for future use. The masonry is iniis 
sive and built in tlic most siibslantiiil 
manner, extraordinary jiaiiis lioing 
taken to obtain good foundations. 

" Tho bridging is of iron, pro 
portioned to carry locomotives of 8.") 
tons weight, being .W per cent, 
stronger than tho bridging usod on 
comietiiig roadp. At tho crossing 
of stroiimsample water-way is allowed, 
and the road-bed well jirotected 
against injury from freshets. The 
truck IS being laid with 67-ib sieel 
rails (same as ii.sod on tho I'cnnsyl 
vaiiia Hiiiiroiid), piirticnlar care be- 
ing taken with the joints, which are 
fasicnod by heavy angle splices 'Mi 
inches long bearing oil llireo cross-lies. 
'L'ho balliiBt is of stone laid ou a sub 
ballast of gravel."

Not only mulct are admitted, but the 
door of admittance to our Association 
also stands "ajar" for tlie benefit 
of frtntite members. ^.Tliis Association 
makes no exceptions in favor of either of 
the sexes. After ii jiropnr medical examina- 
tion is passed in favor of the iip))licaiit, a 
favoraiile certificate from the examining 
physIciniiH entitles the applicant, by pay- 
ment of the initiatory fee of tjri.OO, and un 
mlvHiice assessment in proportion to his or 
her age, to a certitlcate of membersliip in 
the Association. The advance assessments
